Lots of people are furrowing their 


brows over this question: "When the 
defense boom collapses, what shall we 
do with our productive facilities to 
keep them busy and lo keep men in 
jobs?" 


It is n very real question, and one 


which will require our very be-st ef- 
forts to solve. Its nature ought not 
to be mis-understood, however, at 
the start. 


The real question is not: "What 


work is there lo be done?" It is: 
"How shall we do it?" 


There will be plenty of work to 


be done when the war emergency is 
over, plenty of work to create here 
in our great America the kind of 
country it ought to be. 


Have our cities no slums and blight- 


ed areas to bo torn down and re- 
placed with dwellings really fit for 
men 
and 
women 
to live in? 
Are 


our roads, built for the horso-and- 
buggy era, sufficient for the motorized 
era? Arc railroads crossing traveled 
roads at grade a mark of a well-de- 
signed 
community? Arc there nol 


even now too many people living 
withoul electricity, without ordinary 
minimum sanitary facilities? Shall not 
the airplane be as common as the auto- 
mobile is today, a cheap, easy means 
of transport for the average family? 
Shall we ever be able truly to say 
that 40 per cent of Ihe people are 
nol properly fed? Will there be no 
friendly 
neighboring countries 
to 


whom we can lend techniques and 
money to raise their standards of 
living with our own? Are there no 
more schools, recreation fields, and 
cultural centers to be built? Is it 
conceivable that men, once shown 
the facililies and the techniques for 
building all these things as they have 
never been built before, will then be 
denied them? 


To a.sk questions like those is to 


answer them. The only questions is: 
"How." 


The answer in turn by no means 


implies public provision for all these 
things. Builders of things, construc- 
tors of buildings and works, uiv al- 
ready turning their minds to means 
of drawing private capital on a vast 
scale to such projects. The Urban Ro- 
Dcvelopment Corporations

New York slate is only one such plan. 
This provides easier condemnation of 
blighted areas, and certain tax con- 
cessions on improvements (instead of 
immediately taxing improvement, as 
we do now i.

A. V. McDuffie, of Little Rock, pub- 


lic accountant, gave an advance re- 
port to the city council on the city 
and water & light plant audits Tues- 
day night uncl recommended a budget 
of $67,410 for the coming year, ex- 
ceeding last year's by 52,100.

Coffee Floating Island 


Beat the whiles of two eggs un- 


til 
stiff, gradually adding two 


tablespoons of sugar. 
Place the 


whiles, by spoonfuls, on top of pan 
of three cups of milk, heated al- 
most to boiling point. Poach the 
whites and remove. Beat the re- 
maining two egg yolks together 
with three whole eggs. Add one 
cup of very strong coffee to the 
hot milk and pour the mixture 
into the beaten eggs. Add one- 
half cup sugar and cook carefully 
until it thickens. 
Pour into a 


glass bowl and top with the cooked 
egg whites. Chill.

orchid corsage, the ship slides down 
the ways. The cameras grind and the 
flash builbs flash and the head-writ- 
ers write "U. S. S. Plunkett 
Is 


Launched al Brooklyn." 


That Isn't Iho whole slory of get- 


ling a ship under steam al all. A real- 
ly good slory—which never is writ- 
len or photographed—comes 
when 


Ihey "slop Ihe main-mast." 


Lei's take a recent big ship and 
un through this ceremony and I 
think you'll get what I mean. "Step- 
ping the mainmast"—as a ceremony 
—is probably a lot older than christen- 
ing. It goes back beyond Roman times 
and has its roots in superslilion. 


A few days ago when Ihe U. S. S 


Norlh Carolina—newest of Ihe modern 
ballleships—was ready for the cere 
mony al Philadelphia, a group of wor] 
men and naval officers

across the River Styx, Should a ship 
meet disaster, says the commander, 
there would be coins there to pay the 
ferryman of the Styx for a safe 
crossing for all aboard.

t, there is one amazing thing: No 
hlpbullder today would think 
of 


juilding a ship without planning for 
he superstition—, although

masts have given way to hollow steel 
masts and in order to make a recep- 
tacle for the coins, moedrn shipbuild- 
ers have to construct the "cover pie- 
ilate" inside the hollow base of the 
mainmasts of our time.

ORDINANCE NO. 570 


An Ordinance Making Unlawful the 


Escape of Any Prisoners, and Pre- 
scribing the Punishment Therefor, 
and For Other Purposes. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HOPE 
ARKANSAS: 
Section 1: That if any prisoner shall 


escape from the City Jail, or in go- 
ing lo or coming from Ihe City Jail, or 
while engaged in working out his 
fine, or at any other time or man- 
ner, such prisoner shall be termed 
guilty of the offense of escape, and 
if recaptured, such prisoner shall, 
upon conviction, be fined in any sum 
not less than double the amount of 
fine assessed him in the first case 
(that is, the one from which he was 
escaping) together with all costs of 
search and recapture, and if said fine 
be not paid, said prisoner shall be 
compelled to discharge the same by 
his labor 


Section 2: That all laws and parts 


of laws in conflict herewith be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 
3: Whereas, it has been 


found that prisoners have escaped, and 
that the ordinances of the City of 
Hope, Arkansas, are deficient in re- 
gard to such mailers, and there is 
necessity for the remedying of this 
deficiency, now, therefore, an emerg- 
ency is hereby declared, and this or- 
dinance being for the benefit of the 
public health, peace and safety, an 
emergency is hereby declared, and 
this ordinance shall take effect and 
be in full force from and after its pas- 
sage.
